CAVE SPRING—Here on the quietest campus in Geor- 
gia they recognize no obstacles. 


The Georgia State School for the Deaf is a school of 
silent children. Yet its cheering section at the Fall foot- 
ball games is one of the noisiest, most enthusiastic ever 
"heard to give 15 rah’s on an Autumn day. 


The Georgia State School for the Deaf is the only high 
school in the State without either a gymnasium, an audi- 
torlum or an athletic field. Yet its football and basketball 
games, its square dances and plays are among the note- 
worthy events held in North Georgia. 

“If the deaf were defeatists,” said an official, “this school 
would never have been founded. 

__.if the deaf were willing to take ‘no’ for an answer, Ralph 
White, who came to this school unable to hear or to speak, wouldn’t 
be making a speech at Shorter College next week. We can’t afford 


_ to recognize obstacles!” 


That's why the school’s request, presented every two years to 
a legislative committee, remained unchanged last week when: a 
delegation from the House made its regular inspection visit. It 
was the same request the schoo] has been making for years but 
Supt. C. H. Hollingsworth cheerfully, confidently drafted it again— 
and a deaf student printer hopefully set it in type. 
3 “Please, while here,” the note to the committee members asked, 
determine the validity and even dire need for the added physical 
facilities for which you have voted an appropriation; i. e., a gym- 


nasium, an athletic field and 3.8 acres of land, the latter to pro- 
vide space for the athletic field. 

“If you recognize our needs as imperative, please recommend 
to the Governor, the State Department of Education and the 
Budget Commission that our appropriation be moved up to a 
MUST status.” 

It’s an old and oft-sidetracked request but the deaf, as Supt. 
Hollingsworth and Prin. J. L. Caple point out, are a patient people. 
And Georgia State School for the Deaf is an old and patient 
school. 

Even the smallest pupils, the six-year-olds, who come from all 
over Georgia to’ learn first to “hear” with their fingers and their 
eyes and then to speak, are accustomed to waiting for the advan- 
tages that come rapidly to other children. They have a three-year 
handicap, the teachers figure, to begin with—and it’s a handicap 
that has nothing to do with intelligence but is the result of 
unhearing. 

For three years after a youngster comes to the quiet little town 
of Cave Spring in fertile Van’s Valley, he is devoted to learning 
what the hearing first-grader begins schoo] knowing: That there 


is a means of communication with his fellow creatures. That he 


has a name and how to hear and speak that name. That the people 
and the objects around him have names and he can say those 
names. ! 

Classes are necessarily smaller because of the amount of indi- 
vidual attention each child needs. Principal Caple wishes each 
teacher had only six or eight pupils, but many of them have as 


many as 12 who must be taught slowly and painstakingly, one at 
a time. There are 310 pupils at Cave Spring, ranging from six- 
year-old first graders to tenth graders in their late teens and 27 
white and six colored teachers. : 

Cave Spring School, oné of the oldest in the country, was founded 
in 1848 when the Legislature appropriated $4,500 for operation of 
the “Georgia Asylum for the Deaf and Dumb.” As early as 1871 
the directors of the school recommended “imparting instruction in 
articulation and lip-reading” and that has been a policy of the 
school ever since. 

“We don’t teach children to make signs,” a teacher explained 
over the heads of a roomful of youngsters who were busy weaving 
conversations in mid-air with their fingers. “But don’t get me 
wrong—they use a sign language!” . 

“Lip-reading is a talent like singing tenor,” Caple remarked 
drily. “Some do it well—and some never do it.” 

But the school operates on the premise that all children can 
learn to read‘the lips of others and to speak themselves, if in diffi- 
cult, mechanical tones. From the moment they enter the primary 
department—one of the school’s newer fireproof buildings atop a 
hill—the little deaf children struggle with the language that is 
used by their hearing fellows. 

Some never master either lip-reading or articulation and when 
it becomes evident they will be lost without a language the school 
puts them in a sign language class. Others like Ralph White be- 
come expert at it—to the extent of talking clearly and easily 
enough to make speeches. 


Supervisor of the Primary Department. He was graduated from 
Cave Spring with honors and went on to Gallaudet College in 
Washington, D. C.—the Government’s West Point or Annapolis for 
the deaf. 

Gallaudet receives honor students on a quota basis from the 
various States and Cave Spring has six students in this years 
graduating class of eight that Supt. Hollingsworth hopes will go 
on to the national college. Others have been fitted through the 
school’s thorough vecational training courses for careers in one 
field or another. 

“We have no trouble placing our students,” Caple pointed out. 
“The deaf have a good reputation as workers and are well-liked in 
their fields.” | 

The printing business, shoe-repairing and beauty culture are 
particularly fertile fields for the deaf worker. . 

While they‘are at Cave Spring, students have no expenses, 
except to provide their own clothing and‘ transportation, but the 
older ones work in the dormitories and kitchen to help earn their 
keep. Many of the foods used in the school are grown on the 500- 
acre farm nearby and the older boys are particularly adept in the 
dairy barns. 

All of the youngsters put in long hours in the classrooms and 
are glad for the opportunity for out-of-door exercise, even work. 

“Why wouldn’t they be?” a teacher inquired. ‘ have to do 
their football practice in a cow pasture—or else wait till the 
school team across town isn’t using its field!”

Kids have always been hard for the old folks 
to figure; but in the baseball business some of 
them are‘ downright mystifying. Take Dave 

et Williams, for example. He is a 20-year-old 
of | Texas kid who, according to all the experts, has 
= ev ing ahead of him in the baseball world. 
He has played professionally for two years now, one with Way- 
cross in the Georgia-Florida League, and another with Pensacola 
in the Southeastern. Veteran appraisers in both leagues were 
unanimous in their opinion that Williams was a great second base 
prospect. 
Evidently scouts for the major league organizations felt 
‘the same way about it because when Mr. Ear! Mann, of the 
parent Crackers, put him on the market, the competition was 
keen indeed for his services. 
Yet the latest communique from Cracker headquarters at Ponce 
de Leon Park, a week before Spring training starts, revealed that 
Williams is one of the six members of the team who haven’t agreed 


to terms for the 1949 season. 

Frankly, it beats me. Especially since I know 
Strange Case Davey to be a good kid, to possess all the quali- 
ties necessary for success in the big time. 

The only possible reason I can figure for him not sign- 
ing his contract is that he must be getting some bad advice 
from somebody who doesn’t know what he is doing. 

So considering that to be the truth, here’s a little advice 
the other way, unsought, of course. 

To begin with, I don’t know what Williams was paid at Pensa- 
cola last season. Neither do I know what he has been offered by 
the Crackers for 1949, although I understand it amounts to a $100- 
a-month raise, But, regardless, this is immaterial for the follow- 
ing reasons:

: Williams is in the enviable position of already 
Big Chance having been sold to a major league organization. 
His chance in the big time is assured within the next two or three 
years, something a lot of kids work years for and never get. 

What Davey should realize is that comparatively speaking, there 
is no money to be made in baseball’s minor leagues. In that game, 
as well as any other in life, the big dough is reserved for those 
who reach the top. 

Consequently, Williams should make everything else sec- 
ondary to his reaching his ultimate goal. Oh, I don’t mean 
that he should play in the minors for nothing or for a salary 
less than comparable rookies are getting. The Crackers are 
not asking or expecting him to do that. eS 
But what he had better do is set his mind on proving him- 

self an AA ball player this season as a step towards reaching the 
top. He should realize that, after all, he has yet to prove himself 
capable of the climb up the ladder, something you can’t do merely 
by reading scouts’ appraisal of your ability. 


Chances are that Williams is at least two years 
Two Courses away from the major leagues, maybe longer. 
At 20, with only two years’ professional expériénce, he still has a 
lot to learn about the game. ; 

One of his best chances at learning some of it is with the 
Crackers this season, since he has almost been assured of the 
second base job without ever having played a game in AA ball. 

An unhappy ball player is not the best performer on the 
field. If Williams finally signs and reports to training 
under the false impression that he is underpaid and being 
exploited, his chances of going up the ladder will be lessened 

onsiderably. . 

On the ro ou hand, if he reports satisfied and determined to 
make the ball club-on his ability alone and learn all he can, he 
will greatly enhance his chance of sticking in the big time. 

I hope the latter course is the one he chooses.

On the Whole, It Was a Good Job 


In that strange hush and quiet calm 
that seems to hover o’er a State Capital 
city when the Legislature has departed, 
it is possible to examine the work of the 
Georgia Assembly. 


When all of this is added up the total 
seems to tilt the scales heavily to the 
progressive side. This is especially true 
if one views the results in the light of 
pre-session expectations. 


The Voters Qualification Bill, which 
first was introduced as a severely restric- 
tive and undemocratic measure requiring 
re-registration every two years and pro- 
viding harshly discriminatory “tests,” all 
but disappeared. The final bill calls for 
re-registration to begin immediately after 
the Governor signs the bill and extends 
the period for such registration to May, 
1950. After that registration is permanent. 
The qualification “tests” were reduced to 
30 simple questions to be asked only of 
illiterates, who must answer any 10 of the 
30. The fact the questions are published 
and classes or individual study can be 
employed to learn them, makes them 
readily available to any person able to 
talk. We do not regard the bill as neces- 
sary or perfect, but it is a surprisingly 
good compromise and is acceptable. If its 
purpose is to restrict the number of vot- 
ers, that purpose can be nullified by the 
will of the voter to register. 


An appropriations budget was passed 
at an all-time high total. It provides for 
$108,574,026 in the regular budget and 
$45,985,000 in the contingent budget to be 
financed by new taxes if the people vote 
to so tax themselves. The people will vote 
on this subject April 5. With the State in- 
come for 1949 estimated as probably 
$6,000,000 to $10,000,000 less than 1948, and 
with a crisis approaching in the State uni- 
versity budget, we earnestly recommend 
to every civic and educational organiza- 
tion to arrange for discussions of the 
budget between now and April 5. This we 
regard as imperative. 


A part of the appropriations bill is the 
Minimum Foundation Bill for Education. 
None disputes the fact our educational 
system is acutely in need of more financial 
support. The people must keep this in 
mind as they discuss the budget and pre- 
pare to vote. 


We would be less than honest if we 
did not call to the attention of the public, 
school officials, and the Legislature, that 
the Federal courts have ruled that States 
may have separate school systems for Ne- 
groes but that they must be equal in 
library and other technical equipment, as 
well as in playgrounds and sanitary fa- 
cilities. Suits to require counties failing 
to provide separate, but equal facilities, 
are sure to come in the future if the 
irregularities are not remedied. Let us 
not wait until the suits are filed and the 
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angers aroused by them obscure reason 
and facts, to face this problem—upon 
which we have insisted—that we have 
separate, but equal, facilities. This is a 
most important problem, requiring action, 
not delay. 


While the two bills giving to the Legis- 
lature and the State Democratic Executive 
Committee statutory control of party pri- 
maries and eligibility of candidates, un- 
doubtedly were introduced for the pur- 
pose of clarifying the right of Gov. Her- 
man Talmadge to be a candidate for a 
full term of four years if he desires to run, 
they nevertheless bring the elections and 
the candidates closer to the people and 
are a furtherance of the meaning of popu- 
lar government. They will hardly be re- 
pealed in future years. No statute can 
contradict the State Constitution and re- 
move tht courts from power to act, and 
these do not and cannot. There is almost 
unanimous agreement on the part of at- 
torneys that the Governor is eligible to 
run without the new laws. 


Heavily on the constructive side are: 

—The secret ballot. That this bill, spon- 
sored by John Greer, an anti-Talmadge 
member of the Legislature, should have 
passed so overwhelmingly, is an all-the- 
more-remarkable feature of the splendidly 
progressive decision. 


2—A pre-marital examination law, long 
needed in the interests of public health 
and decency, and to slow down, at least, 
the greedy machinations of the notorious 
marrying squires. 


3—Decisions to provide further time to 
study of the problem of operation of Jekyl 
Island and the creation of a State High- 
way Board. 


There was another side. A fair provi- 
sion of a newspaper libel bill covering 
honest mistakes, was stricken out. The 
bill to ban wearing of masks was defeated 
in a shocking support of the Ku Klux 
Klan, an action which aroused reaction 
from the State’s religious organizations as 
well as civic groups. There is before the 
people, as a constitutional amendment, a 
bill to apply the county unit system to 
general elections, a proposal which has 
as its admitted purpose the disfranchising 
of residents of urban centers. 


These decisions mar the record. 


But, on the whole the Legislature did 
a good job. Since one must keep in mind 
that any assembly of elected representa- 
tives of the people, mirrors the best and 
the worst in us, we take the results of the 
legislative session just concluded as indi- 
cating that Georgia has progressed in its 
thinking and that the protest power of 
the people is more articulate and influen- 
tial than ever before. Let us face the fu- 
ture determined to continue the progress 
made.

It We Believe 
In Popular Government 


Some years ago a situation developed which 

had its ironically amusing aspects. For years 

we had been one of a group, including the femi- 

nine voters’ league and other newspapers, which had urged and 
beaten the editorial drums for a four-year.term for Governor. 

In 1940 the late Eugene Talmadge began to warm up to the 
idea. The result was that suddenly most of the proponents of the 
four-year term fled from it as from the pox, with the excuse 
that while it normally was a highly desirable law, it would assure 
the election of Talmadge for four years, which would put him in 
office for six consecutive years, and therefore they were against it. 
We stuck by the campaign on the grounds that if it was a good 
idea, as all concerned had been saying for years, it was sound 
regardless of who was to be the candidate. 

We stayed with the belief in the law and the next primary saw 
Ellis Arnall, not Eugene Talmadge, nominated and later elected. 
It was this same which prevented us from joining the clamorous 
group which later persuaded Gov. Arnall to try and upset the new 
four-year law. Our position was that if the people did so we 
would support him, but that we would not be a party to any effort 
to change the law so that he could again become a candidate. A 
foolish consistency has been said to be the hobgoblin of little 
minds, but a sound consistency has a certain morality. Or at least 
we so believe. 


Preamble All this is a sort of preamble to a discussion of 

these laws recently adopted by the Legislature which 
were branded as laws adopted to enable Gov. Herman Talmadge 
to run again if he so desires. 

Two years ago I took a position which was not too popular 
with some persons—namely that the Legislature had the right to 
elect a Governor if the Constitution of the State gave it the 
power—and that if it-did not have that power it should have in 
any situation which might make such an election necessary. 

The position was assumed not in support of the position then 
taken by the supporters of the present Governor, but because of 
a belief that in the Democratic system the Legislature is next to 
the voice of the people. I frequently do not like the voice of the 
people. Indeed, I often am alarmed and made to despair. But if 
we are to have popular government we must believe in the people. 
I was roundly abused by some of our citizens, who in the heart of 
the fight were seeing everything in partisan light and not-.in the 
light of principle. There was an obvious fault in the State Con- 
stitution in that open contradiction existed. The courts resolved 
the contradiction and I am sure the result was a healthy one for 
the State as well as for the present Governor. But I still retained 
the belief that in all matters relating to elections, not in contradic- 
tion of the Constitution of the State, the Legislature ought to have 
the final word ... it being composed of the elected representatives 
of the people. 


As I read the new laws, they do two things. One, the 

Power give to the State Legislature the power Pr Tree 
in event of a dispute, which candidate is qualified and elected. 
The Legislature already had that power under the laws requiring 
it to canvas the returns and to certify the nominees and the elected 
officials. The present legislation tightens that legislative power. 
I will admit that there may have been, and undoubtedly were, ulte- 


rior motives involved. But the statutes cannot set aside any con- 


stitutional provisions and hence do not by-pass the courts. If the 
State Constitution forbids, no statute can remove that provision. 
While the present intent of the law may be to clarify the position 
of the present Governor, the fact remains that it is a desirable 
law for the future in that it keeps the choice of elected officials 
in the hands of the people and their representatives. That, I 
believe, is a good thing for popular government. 


Second As for the second law, giving the party the right to 


en determine the eligibility of its nominees, there was no 
opposition to it even from those who did contest the former. I 
have an idea the latter may help speed the coming of the two-party 
system in that those who cannot go along with the Democratic 
Party, nationally or in the State, will be the more encouraged to 
find themselves a political party of opposition. 

The third law—that of a secret ballot, is a most progressive law 
by a Legislature not notably so minded. We long have needed it

A New Type Filibuster Coming Up 


WASHINGTON—After a long period of agitation the Senate is about to set itself to the task of do- 
ing something about filibusters, the tactics used by opponents of a bill to bring about its defeat by 
talking it to death. To that end the Senate Rules Committee has brought forward a proposal for a 
change in the rules by. which a two-thirds majority of the chamber can shut off debate on a given 
Sen. Scott Lucas, of Illinois, the Democratic leader, has announced that the 


proposal will be brought up for consideration on the floor beginning Feb. 28. 


measure at any time. 


Immediately there will begin a filibuster 
against the move to end filibusters. It promises 
to be an historic struggle of uncertain duration 
and with the outcome in doubt. Closely linked 
with the struggle is President Truman’s contro- 
versial civil rights program, bitterly opposed by 
a powerful block of Southern Senators who con- 
stitute almost half of the Democratic majority 
in the Senate. 

It is hardly likely that the agitation for a 
change in the rules to curb filibusters would 
have come to a head at this time except for the 
successful filibuster waged by Southern Senators 
at the last session against the civil rights pro- 
gram. That caused leaders of both major parties 
to make commitments in the 1948 political cam- 
paign pledging themselves to take action to do 
away with filibusters. 

All sides agree that it will be practically im- 
possible to get a final vote on the President’s 
program unless something is done to impose a 
gag rule on debate. Hence the civil rights issue 
is inseparably intermingled with the proposal for 
a change in the Senate rules. In seeking to pre- 
vent adoption of the new rules Southern Sena- 
tors will have their eyes more on the legislation 
that it is designed to benefit. 


But the filibuster that is soon to begin 
against the move to end such talkfests is 
not to be of a sustained character. In an- 
nouncing that the proposed rules change will 
be brought up on the last day of this month 
Sen. Lucas said he would not attempt to keep 
the measure continually before the chamber. 
He will ask that it be sidetracked from time 
to time as other important legislation is 
ready for consideration. 


The effect of this arrangemént will be to 
give rise to a prolonged but intermitten filibus- 
ter, which will probably continue, off and on, 
for the duration of the session. Whenever there 
is no important legislation to be brought before 
the Senate the rules change will be considered 


and the filibuster will be on. When other bills 
replace it the talk marathon will be off. 

It is to be an off and on, in and out type of 
filibuster. In this way the supporters of the 
gag rule hope to wear the opposition down. 


Only once before in a long history of the 
Senate has a successful attempt been made to 
change the rules against filibusters. From 1806 
to 1917 the Senate had no limitation at all on 
debate. Then the chamber imposed a cloture 
rule after a filibuster had defeated a bill to arm 
merchantmen resisting German aggression. 


Several loopholes were found in the 
cloture rules adopted, however. Opponents 
of a bill found that it was possible to con- 
duct a filibuster against adoption of the 
report or journal of the previous day’s ses- 
sion, something that must be done at the be- 
ginning of each daily session. Then at the 
last session of the Eightieth Congress South- 
ern Senators fighting the civil rights pro- 
gram found another loophole. They discov- 
ered it was permissible to argue against a 
motion to bring a bill up, whereas their tac- 
tics were subject to cloture if the bill was 
formally before the Senate. It was the dif- 
ference betweer arguing against a “motion” 
and a “measure.” 


The filibuster is to be condemned no doubt 
as a procedure that has no place in our Demo- 
cratic processes. But this much may be said in 
support of those who contend that no change in 
the rules is necessary to prevent legislation from 
being killed by the talk marathon route: there 
never was a filibuster that could not have been 
beaten if the Senate had really desired to end it. 
More often the chamber has allowed a filibuster 
to run without making any real effort to bring 
matters to a vote. Members have been pleased 
to see others defeat in that way some bill which 


they, the supposed supporters, were only giving 
lip service.

John Public Just Took Things in Hand 


A Statement 


MINNEAPOLIS—The biggest share of the credit for the recent check to inflation belongs te 


John Public himself, for his change in buying tactics. 


It is a healthy change if not carried too far. 


Six main factors in the 76 percent rise from prewar price levels have now either slowed, halted or 


actually gone into reverse. 

(1) As late as last September, John Public 
was still bidding frantically against his neighbor 
for more goods than were being produced in 
many lines. In the cast of meat, the most pic- 
turesque example, he was consuming a 10 per- 
cent larger quantity per capita than in the pros- 
perous year of 1929, and was trying to buy even 
more, pushing up prices paid farmers for meat 
animals to four times their 1939 levels. 

But in the final two months of 1948, consum- 
ers suddenly quit trying to outbid each other. 
Meat prices tumbled, both those paid to farmers 
and those paid by consumers. Slower sales are 
currently reported in almost all lines of con- 
sumer goods—clothing, textiles, house furnish- 
ings, etc., and price reductions are numerous. 


(2) With industrial production in high 
gear and comparatively free from interrup- 
tions, output and available supplies of most 
consumer goods have been gaining steadily. 
Inventories are in some cases backing up in 
producers’ and wholesalers’ hands. 


(3) Government bidding for grain for Europe, 
which ran grain prices up to record heights last 
year, has slowed down as world grain production 
recovered. Over half of the food items in the 
average family budget are produced directly or 
indirectly from feed grains, which have recently 
declined to or near the Government price sup- 
port levels. 

(4) The long rise in wage-costs-per-unit of 
goods is slowing down. The war and postwar 
years Saw total industrial wage payments boosted 
more than twice as fast as the increase in output 
of goods. The resulting inflation in cost-per-unit 
pushed up prices all along the production line—in 
raw and semi-finished materials like coal and 
iron, in mechanical parts, freight rates, etc, These 


accumulated increases pyramided in the costs of 
finished goods. 

Now, with costs more or less “pegged” at high 
levels, a number of businesses have reduced out- 
put or actually shut down, as selling prices 
dropped below “break even” points. This has 
transformed a national shortage of labor into 
local surpluses of workers in numerous lines, 
restoring long-absent competition of workers for 
jobs, simultaneously with the restoration of long- 
= competition by businesses for consumer 
sales. 

Both types of competition increase efficiency, 
reduce costs, and get the ultimate consumer more 
for his money, but if the cut in buying goes too 
deep, it can touch off an unemployment spiral. 


(5) The rapid expansion in the money 
supply, both cash and credit, due to vast 
Government borrowing, has slowed down. 
New Government spending programs could 
start the process again, but at least the 
“watering down” of the dollar by Govern- 
ment borrowing is halted for the present. 


(6) Borrowing by businesses for expansion, 
and borrowing by consumers for autos, radios, 
etc., poured billions of dollars from future income 
into the immediate market, further increasing the 
supply of dollars competing for limited supplies 
of goods and labor. Tightened restrictions on 
both business credit and consumer credit have 
reduced this inflationary pressure. 

But the first and foremost cause of the current 
price deflation has been the halt in John Public’s 
frantic scramble for goods. By trimming his de 
mand to fit within available supplies, he has al- 
ready recaptured some of his normal control over 
prices, through the re-birth of keen competition 
at various levels of our economy.

He clearly showed the House, as well as the 


Affairs Committee in seven minutes. There was no time for consideration of this measure which,

$60 a month to begin at 60 years of age, leaving 
the higher figure to begin five years later. 

His action was so high-handed that seven 
members of the Committee walked out in pro- 
test. That clearly weakens his case and at the 
same time offers an excuse to the weak-kneed 
in the House who were fearful of being forced 
to face this issue because of the political impli- 
cations involved. They~can find an alibi in Mr. 
Rankin’s “dictatorial” tactics, as they were prop- 
erly called. , 

The Mississippi Congressman’s vendetta 
against the Truman Administration and the 
House leadership is because of his ouster from 
the House Un-American Activities Committee, 
which was accomplished in the process of mak- 
ing that body a more responsible agency of 
Congress. 


He had an available avenue of revenge in 
his chairmanship of the Veterans’ Affairs 
Committee, where he has built up his power 
through long service, and a handy weapon 
in his pension bill. That measure loomed as 
a fearsome specter to the politically timid 
in the House, especially since they had been 
deprived by the reform voted at the outset of 
the session of the convenient hiding place 
formerly provided by the House Rules Com- 
mittee, which frequently buried such meas- 
ures in the past to avoid “embarrassment” 
to House members.

They knew that John Rankin would take 
advantage of the right now given committee 
chairmen to bring a bill before the House after 
21 days if the Rules Committee does not act 
upon it.

Such a move has support 
within the Veterans’ Committee itself. That 
was disclosed when one of the seven mem- 
bers who walked out, Rep. Walter B. Huber, 
Democrat, Ohio, advocated recommittal in 
a speech to the House protesting Chairman 
Rankin’s hasty procedure that allowed no 
time to consider the measure. 


Some House leaders are talking of a more 
effective type of diversion, which is to recom- 
mit the measure to the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, a hard-boiled committee of veteran mem- 
bers. The argument would be that this commit- 
tee, which handles tax and revenue bills, is the 
proper committee to study it from the stand- 
point of its cost, estimated at $6,000,000,000 a 
year eventually, and whether the economy could 
stand it. Also, this committee will begin soon 
to consider a measure to expand coverage of 
social security and increase its benefits and old- 
age pensions, in which veterans share as citi- 
zens with everybody else. 


A vote on recommittal will have its political 
implications, since recommittal at least would 
delay the bill. When this vote comes, or how- 
ever the test comes, the veteran himself can 
analyze it and see the extent of political hypoc- 
risy in the House. He can scan the roll call to 
see how many members who.cast a “veteran’s 
vote” on the pension bill are those who, in the 
past, have been against constructive measures 
of more immediate value to the veteran and his

ants caparisoned flunkeys, fireplaces, private terraces and three baths each. Three, that is, for the hus- 


band and three more for the wife. 


And they pay rent lower per room, he moaned 
to the House Banking Committee, than does the 
dweller of an ordinary walk-up flat. This glimpse 
of how the other half lives, as presented by 
Nobiletti and the proprietor of the 32-story El- 
dorado on Central Park West, amazed the Con- 
gressmen. 


The lawgivers were figuring on a bill to 
extend rent controls, and here were the man- 
agers of ultra-ultra apartments demanding 
that they be exempted before their rich ten- 
ants bankrupted them. The dapper Nobiletti 
told with tears in his voice about the white 
gloves, the super-service, and the prewar 
rents in 15 of his plush-lined towers. 


At 150 East Seventy-third St., in one of.the 
fanciest buildings in America,’he said, live a man 
and his wife in a 16-room apartment with six 
baths. They spend their Winters in Florida and 
their Summers in the country and seldom are 
home to take a bath, even, but they pay $291.60 
a month rent. 

This breaks down to $18.22 per month per 
room, which Nobiletti said is less than the average 
white-collar man pays for his own diggings. He 
told about the rich widow who lives alone in a 
14-room apartment with six baths at Two East 
Sixty-seventh St., the couple with 13 rooms and 
five baths at 133 East Eightieth St., and the fam- 
ily of three with 17 rooms, a conservatory and 
seven baths at 907 Fifth Ave. 

Laughingly they pay him rents fixed by the 
rent controllers at levels which are driving him 


to bankruptcy, while they rattle around in apart- 
ments four and five times bigger than they need. 
Gladly he’d kick them out and chop up the units, 
but a conflict in the city and Federal laws pre- 
vents that. 

“But if you could cut up these apartments,” 
suggested Chairman Brent Spence, of Fort 
Thomas, Ky., where white floves are worn only 
by the undertaker, “you could get rid of the door- 
men in the Swiss uniforms and the gloves, 
couldn’t you?” 


No, he couldn’t, said Nobiletti. New York- 
ers are funny people. They like aides in gold 
braid and, of course, white gloves, to help 
them out of their taxis, he said.e Harold J. 
McCormick, of the ultra-luxurious Eldorado, 

' a towering landmark across the street from 
Central Park, handed up a photo of the rooms 
he rented Novelist Sinclair Lewis at a fee 
he said was far too small. 


“I am amazed at so many rooms for so few 
people,“ interrupted Rep. Ralph A. Gamble, of 
New York. 

Humph, said McCormick. In this same build- 
ing live a wealthy man, his wife and their two 
children in a 16-room apartment with eight baths 
and two terraces. Only both the children are 
away at private schools, while mom and pop 
spend their Winters in Florida and their Sum- 
mers in New England. For a place to hang their 
hats in New York they pay $4,400 a year. 

“Very low,” observed McCormick, who added 
that if he didn’t get to raise rents for the mil- 
lionaires soon, he was headed for banyruptcy.

We Ought To Back Up and Start Over 


Gov. Dewey and other crypto-Democrats who have been seduced from the Republican Party by 
selfish longings and a want of integrity really ought to raise a demand for a new constitutional con- 


vention to remodel the Government of the United States. 


For 16 years we have lived in sin under a 


national government which has no more conformed to the articles and the intention of the Consti- 


tution than the human race conforms to the Ten Commandments. 


There are several old personal 


opinions in the libraries which cautiously ventured to suggest that we would one day come to 


approximately this. 


But the actual process by which we discredited the Constitution without hon- 


estly repudiating it was not foreseen, and has not been consciously observed by the present body 


of citizens. 

In fact, Mr. Dewey, Mr. Stassen, the Herald 
Tribune and its more and more occasional soul- 
mate, the Daily Worker, do not yet realize, or 
admit that they realize, that we have made a 
mere wall-motto of the Constitution of the United 
States. Obviously, therefore, we should hold a 
constitutional convention and Mr. Dewey should 
be the one to propose it. 


He certainly knows, for example, that 
the Wagner Labor Relations Act, which he 
saluted in 1944 as an admirable law, never 
has been and cannot be administered without 
sacrifice of either some of the Constitution 
or some of the Act itself. If it is enforced, 
the Constitution is violated in several ways, 
‘all of them important because there are no 
unimportant constitutional rights. If it is 
enforced, an employer is forbidden to speak 
to an employee on certain subjects and had 
better not speak to him at all lest it be said 
that he did discuss matters under verboten 
even if he did not. 


In one union dispute in New York, during 
the reign of Eleanor Herrick, a family protegee 
of the Roosevelts and a house-pet in the presi- 
dential palace, an employer got intimations from 
her bureau that he might be held to have violated 
Wagner’s law if he even caused the printing and 
mailing to certain persons of one of my milky 
pastorals concerning the criminal character of 
unionism. This moderately captivating female 
has since become the housemother of the Herald 
Tribune and nowadays writes occasional politico- 
spiritual admonitions in the unspeakable mood of 
the Gab herself. 

If the Wagner Act is enforced only in part 
there again the Constitution is mocked, for it 
says in the very preamble that one purpose of 
the people in adopting these rules was to “estab- 
lish justice.” By justice they meant, and the 
people since then have understood the Constitu- 
tion to mean, “equal justice under law.” But 
equality certainly does not exist when “policy” 
is substituted for indiscriminate enforcement. 

As Mr. Dewey knows, “policy” controls and 
politics pervades the administration of Federal 
justice not only in the Federal Courts in New 
Jersey, which are merely more rotten than some 
others, but everywhere. A few judges still hew 
to the line, but they may be frustrated in the 
Supreme Court if it happens that equal justice 
in a particular case shall offend the bigotries 
of a majority on a particular day. 

Mr. Dewey knows that the rent control laws 
and their enforcement have been a violation of 
the constitutional rights of the owners of rental 
properties. He knows that, skipping the fact 


that conditions were grim when they were 
adopted, these laws have since been used by 
him, too, to cultivate favor with a large element 
at the expense of a small element. The mere 
fact that the situation seemed dangerous when 
this confiscation of the landlords’ revenues was 
hit upon to appease the rabble is no justification 
of rent control. 

We elect governments to govern under law. 
If they are afraid to enforce the law lest crowds 
of the dispossessed go looting and burning, that 
doesn’t mean that the Constitution is at fault. 
It means that these elected officials are miscre- 
ants who properly should be tmpeached. It would 
be just as fair and legal to pass and enforce a 
law compelling all renters as of now to pay 10 
times the rent they are paying. It is no less 
lawful and constitutional to rob tenants by law 
than it is to rob landlords. To argue that ten- 
ants are any more honest or attractive or that 
they smell] better than landlords is to abandon 
the Constitution right there, because it takes 
no notice of such qualities or the lack of them. 

But the Americans themselves have shown 


that they do not like the Constitution except as 


a symbo] like the flag. As a diploma it is all 
right, but in our daily political life we have not 
lived up to it since Roosevelt tried the experi- 
ment in total Fascism called the NRA. By the 
time that had been disallowed by the old Supreme 
Court in an ironic spat over a sick chicken, the 
people had overloaded our judiciary, from the 
districts up to the Supreme Court, with broken- 
down county commissioners, misanthropic fail- 
ures from the academic halls, with the paltry 
likes of Murphy and Black. And thousands of 
lawyers, predominantly from Harvard Law, who 
were selected for their prejudices, not their devo- 
tion to the Constitution or their character, have 
wormed into the Government. 


We do not live within the Constitution 
and the time is right to call a convention and 
argue for a new one, or for the total aban- 
donment of the pretense that we do live 
within it. Roosevelt never could govern 
under these restraints and Truman’s fan- 
tastic attempt to use for strikebreaking a 
law passed to raise armies against foreign 
enemies in war was a true measure of his 
fitness for the same exacting job. 


All things must pass. If the Constitution 
has been outgrown and the people have learned 
to despise its restraints, the honest way is to 
point that out and discuss new methods. The 
moral fear of those who should make this pro- 
posal and the superstitution of the people are the 
strongest guardians the Constitution has today.

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The Engleesh’

WASHINGTON—We were very serious 
about the matter. 

I had just signed my pledge that I would under no cir- 
cumstances accept employment in La Belle France, and 
would promise never to set foot on its soil again if I had 

falsified my application for a visa, and I was considering 
this trip to Europe far more deeply than I had thus far. 

The dark-eyed girl with the upswept hair had checked 
my statements and we had communicated with each other 
in basic English, hers tinged with a touch of Parisian ac- 
cent. 

The conversation lulled and she turned to something else and I 
heard her humming “America.” -Then she started singing the 
words, “America, America, God set His grace on thee.” 

It sounded startling in that little package of France on Wyo- 
ming Avenue in Washington, and I commented that I know I 
would have a time in Paris with my rusty old copy-book French. 

“Ah, no, Madame,” she shrugged consolingly. “Engleesh, it is 
everywhere. Everybody can speak the Engleesh now.” 

Then the thought occurred to me again that visiting Washing- 
ton at the beginning of a trip is like reading the last chapter 
of a book first. 

Because there is no doubt, our capital on the. shore of the Poto- 
mac has become the vortex of the world. All eyes are upon it, and 
the news the jaded and weary correspondents send out each day 
become the pulse beat of history everywhere it can be understood. 


Washington Buzzes with Activity 


The city bustles with activity. Hotels are crammed with men 
with briefcases, women in sables, potentates in Eastern robes with 
their dusky, sari-clad women. 

Everywhere—in elevators, in coffee shops, in hotel corridors— 
you can hear the cascading sounds of foreign languages, running 
their little scales of discussion which only they can understand. 

The society of Washington is the most stimulating and transient 
in the world. It is a common thing to be shaking hands with a 
count and countess on the street corner and nobody lifts an eyelid 
at-royalty as high as princelings. 

There is an eagerness about it, the kind of aggressiveness you 
know comes from its momentary quality. Ambassadors, envoys, 
attaches, politicians, Government experts and their ladies jockey 
endlessly for prestige appointments and introductions, knowing 
how much is computed by whom they know. 

It is a place where Capital teacups still echo the tempest which 
rumbled over the nation during the Hoover Administration when 
Mrs. Edward Everett (Dolly) Gann, official hostess for her brother, 
Vice President Curtis, and Mrs. Nicholas (Princess Alice) Long- 
worth, wife of the House Speaker, tangled over which had the 
higher social rank. From Maine to California bridge tables buzzed 
with each new development in the impasse, and even when Dolly 
and Princess Alice took pains later to explain publicly that it was 
all a journalistic fantasy, nobody really believed them. 

For example, one of the local writers gave a long story the 
other day of the joyful news that Mrs. Max O’Rell Truitt, who 
as hostess for her father, Vice President Barkley, is Second Lady 
of the Land, has promised there will be no “incidents” during her 
tenure. 

“T believe the problems of where I sit at dinner, whom I precede 
and when I should give Dad the ‘going home’ nod at a party were 
settled long ago.” 


Hoover Gets Delayed Acclaim 


It is a place where a former President, Herbert Hoover, is hav- 
ing far more attention now than he did 20 years ago when he 
reigned here as a taciturn, intelligent, unglamorous top executive. 

The Hoover report for streamlining the executive branch of the 
Government is as much discussed as the Baruch report was not 
long ago, and it is given respectful recognition by those who have 
come to believe Hoover was far more able than he was measured 
at his peak. 

It is a place where the Roosevelts still hold great influence, 
even in complete absentia.

The new method, known as the 
“boiling-in-water method” was de- 
signed to insure accurate heat con- 
trol, eliminate sludging and evap- 
‘oration, and reduce hazards of 
body injury and fire damage inci- 
dent to heating preservative in the 
‘“hot-and-cold bath process.” 

The new method, which follows 
the same principles as the old pro- 
cess, uses water to expel air from 
the wood in order that preserva- 
tive may be absorbed.
